The weather of the past ten 
days has been very favorable tc 
crop growth. Days and nights 
have been warm, with occasional 
thunderstorms and heavy showers 
which have kept the ground 
in moist condition, and brought 
all green things along wonder- 
full. There has been an, ab- 
sence of high drying winds, and 
generally speaking conditions 
have been all that could be de- 
sired 

The showers that have fallen 
seem to have covered the whole 
district well, and have been very 
equally distributed 

The crop has now made up its 
lateness over last year, and on 
account of the colder weather of 
the earlier part of the season it 
shows a strong and uniform 
growth. Last year the growth 
was somewhat uneven, and this 
caused the crop to be in many 
cases less than was estimated, but 
with continued normal weather 
for the remainder of this season 
a fine crop should be harvested

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“Irvigate Now.” 


The fo! lowing v very interest nz 
article is from the pen of Mr 
R. S. Stockton, Superintendent

After several trips around the 


uring which there has been so 
much dry windy weather, a close 
study of crop conditions has been 
made. It is believed that irrigation 
will benefit any of the crops 
hot on’ Summer fallowed gr. und. 
The Alfalfa plots are especially 
suffering for water and should ail 
be irrigated at the earlicst possible 
moment unless they were watered 
last Fall. Mr M, Willems irrigated 
part of his Alfalfa about two weeks 
ayo, which is now 18 inches high 
and very thrifty, while the unirri- 
gated portion is only half as high, 
aud will not make a crop so early 
and frobably not as heavy, Grain 
crops irrigated within the next two 
weeks will not have their growth 
checked in case there are more 
drying winds and will consequently 
ripen earlier, and with sufficient 
moisture available, will yield a 
larger crop, Fairly heavy showers 
may occur at intervals like the one 
early Friday morning, June 6th, 
At first glance in the morning it 
would be natural to say: ‘‘Well, now 
the crop will be safe for another two 
weeks,” but any farmer who will go 
into his field a few hours after such 
a rain and dig into the soil, will 
find that it did not penetrate very 
far and is mostly evaporated into 
the air. 

This is characteristic of summer 
rains—they freshen the plants but 
are tar from sufficient for maximum 
returns unless occurring every two 
or three days, 

[t has been stated that the water 
is too cold for irrigation; this state- 
ment is made by people who have 
not taken the trouble to get into 
the water, Owing to Chestermere 
Reservoir and certain flooded areas 
and the long canal system, the 
water supplied for irrigation is very 
warm and this is one of the advan- 
tages of our system, 

Hay crops should be irrigated by 
this ume and the ditches plowed for 
the grain on that portion that was 
not summer fallowed or irrigated 
last Fall. The field ditches should 
be large enough and not over 150 to 
200 feet apart. Proper irrigation 
early in June will bring results, but 
wild flooding after the crop has be- 
gun to burn or be stunted in growth, 
such as has passed for irrigation with 
cerlain people, will not produce de- 
sirable results, here or elsewhere. 
Why not take 10 to 20 acres of 
smooth land, ditch and irrigate it 
thoroughly as directed by the 
Watermaster of your district, and 
give irrigation a trial on your grain 
crop. Every grain and hay crop 
irr'gated in 1912 was benefitted, 
No one should have any doubts as 
to the necessity for irrigating forage 
crops but many have not realized 
how greatly these crops could be 
increased by irrigation, and have 
failed to irrigate at the proper time 
on account of having only a small 
acreage in hay, and for this reason 
allowing some larger crop to inter- 
tere. The farmers are usually very 
careful about taking statements on 
taith, but some have accepted state- 
ments as to the doubtful utility of 
irrigation without exercising their 
customary shrewdness, It is not 
necessary to take anybody's word 
in this matter, go try irrigation for 
yourself, but give it atair trial by 
building plenty of ditches, by irri- 
gating at the right time, end by 
Staying with the water so that 
you know the land has been irrigat- 
ed and not water-logged. For the 
best results the land should have 
been gone over with a leveler before 
seeding, but there are large areas 
on nearly every farm that can now 
be irrigated to advantage if the work 
is started at once. Atter building 
a heud ditch from the turn-out along 
the high side of the farm or along 
the high ground tothe field to be 
irrigated, lay ou ditches on 
the ridges ane flowing the 
slopes on an easy Biade. The field 
ditches should be usually about 150 
feet apart, but will vary some with 
the slopes, and on broken ground 
must follow the ridges and be dyked 
up to the knolls as far as possible. 
To make the small ditches, plow two 
furrows each way an. once through 
as deep as possible in the dead 
furrow and then run through with a 
Vor go-devil. Have all the 
ditches made before you ask for 
water and also prepare three or four 
canvas dams, These dams are 
mai ‘ith a stick about seven feet 
fon _ith a piece of canvas, old 
carpet or sacking about five feet 
square nailed to it, which can be 
laid across the ditch to divert the} 
water, Then when the water reach- 
es you it can be handled without

Irrigation Block In 
Miniature 


A splendid model of the whole 
of the C. P. R. Bow Valley Irriga- 
tion Block, including the Str. th 
more Demonstration Farm and the 
Bassano Dam, is at present on exhi- 
bition at Calgary, and will shortly 
be sh pred down to Strathmore, 
where it will be in charge of Mr Al- 
len in the Publicity Building and 
will remain for some time before 
being shipped to various of the big 
exhibitions in the States. 

The following description of the 
model is quoted from the 
“‘Albertan” 

The first model of its kind ever 
exhibited in Canada, and perhaps 
the first on the North American 
coutinent, is now being shown in 
the engineering rooms of the C.P.R, 
building of Natural Resources. It 
is a work of infinite patience, and 
represents seven months labor of the 
most exacting kind. 

The model which shows every de- 
tail of the C. P. R. irrigation tract, 
as well as the working of the Dem- 
onstration Farm at Strathmore, and 
a model of the Bassano dam, is the 

work of James Edwards a widely 
known European engineer, who is 
at prerent in Calgary to get the 
model in working order and explain 
its details The model while essent- 
ially constructed to be shown at 
the Chicago land show this fall, 
will be exhibited in other parts of 
Canada before being shipped to the 
United States, It is 28 feet long, 8 
feet deep, and is composed of six 
sections, four central sections show- 
ing the tract, and one section on 
each end showing the Demonstration 
Farm and the Bassano dam. 


MODEL CONSTRUCTION FOR 
THE LAYMAN 


This model was constructed with 
the idea of conveying an impression 
of the irrigated tract to the mind of 
the ‘‘layman” said Mr Edwards at 
the King George hotel last night. 
“Heretofore the Canadian who 
wishes to gain an accurate idea of 
the irrigated land had to be content 
with maps made by engineers. 
These maps will accuratly convey 
the contour lines, but the layman is 
all at sea. 

‘*The model, howerever, is simply 
a bird’s-eye view of the tract in 
miniature.

“This model is made out of pap- 
er pulp, Canadian production which, 
after being pressed into shape, is 
treated chemically so that it be- 
comes as hard as the natural wood, 
and has the added advantage of 
being impervious to the influence of 
heat, water or cold. It will not 
crack under any condition, and can 
withstand all ordinary usages to 
which it will be subjected. In the 
event of new canals being added, 
we can cut them into the model 
with an ordinary knife.” 

Chief among the items of interest 
to the model are the replica ot farm 
machines, the minature railroad 
train running through the demon- 
stration tarm at Strathmore, the 
real water running through the irri- 
gation canals, the models of the 
houses, trees and buildings at 
Strathmore, the ditch and reservoir 
at Bassano and the dams being 
built there. 

Building models instead of maps 
has become a recognized business 
among engineers now, according to 
Mr Edwards, who, among his other 
feats in this line, constructed the 
model of the famous Assouan dam 
in Egypt, a dam which is regarded 
as one of the greatest engineer- 
ing feats of modern time.

“The work is extremely interest- 
ing” said Mr Edwards, ‘inasmuch 
as it appeals to every man as an act- 
ual medium of expressing compli- 
cated engineering problems.
